AS COMITE PASSED MID-POINT IN SESSION, WEST, EXCEPT 
FOR FRANCE, AND LA'S PREPARED TRY TO COMMENCE SERIOUS 
CONSIDERATION OF PROBLEM OR AT LEAST ESTABLISH FRAMEWORK 
FOR CONSIDERATION IN FUTURE. AFRICANS AND ASIANS (UNDER 
ALGERIAN, INDIA, ARAB LEADERSHIP), EXCEPT FOR IRAN AND 
JAPAN, DETERMINED ENSURE NO USEFUL WORK DONE, AND SOVIETS 
COURTING NON-ALIGNED. ON PERSONAL BASIS, UK, CANADA AND 
US MISOFFS SHARED CONCLUSION IT MIGHT BE WELL EXPLORE 
POSSIBLE MEANS OF TERMINATING COMITE WITH VIEW TO TRYING 
GAIN SOMETHING IN EXCHANGE FOR AGREEING TO TERMINATION. 
JAPANESE COMMENTS ALSO INDICATED THEY BEGINNING THINK

AD HOC COMITE ON TERRORISM - 

GENERAL DEBATE COMPLETED IN COMITE JULY 31 WITH 
ROUTINE STATEMENT BY CONGOLESE REP, WHO CITED NEED GET AT 
UNDERLYING CAUSES OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM, E.G., COLON- 
IALISM, RACISM, ETC. CHAIRMAN BOYD (PANAMA) THEN PRO- 
POSED: THREE SUBCOMITES DEALING RESPECTIVELY WITH DEF- 
INITION, CAUSES AND MEASURES. FIRST WOULD MEET AUG. 1 
AND 2; SECOND AUG. 3 AND 6; THIRD AUG. 7 AND 8, WITH 
PLENARY CONSIDERING REPORT AUG. 9 AND 10. HE WAS SUPPORTED 
BY NICARAGUA AND MAURITANIA. UK, GREECE, TURKEY, 

JAPAN, ITALY AND US CONSIDERED IT GENERALLY CONSTRUC- 
TIVE EFFORT, AND THEIR SUGGESTION ADJOURN FOR CONSULTATIONS 
WAS ACCEPTED. 

WEO GROUP WAS GENERALLY DISSATISIFIED WITH PROPOSAL, AND 
DECIDED SUGGEST IF SEPARATE DISCUSSION OF DEFINITION NEC- 
ESSARY PLENARY TAKE IT UP FOR TWO DAYS AND THEN SUBCOMITES 
CONSIDER RESPECTIVELY CAUSES AND MEASURES OR THAT PLENARY 
ALLOCATE TWO DAYS TO EACH TOPIC. OTHER REGIONAL GROUPS 
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ACCEPTED CHAIRMAN S COMPROMISE AND REJECTED BOTH WEO 
PROPOSALS. WEO'S THEN AGREED ACCEPT BOYD'S PROPOSAL 
ON CONDITION HE READ ""UNDERSTANDING "' WHICH INCLUDED 
STATEMENT PROCEDURE WOULD NOT CONSTITUTE PRECEDENT AND 
WAS WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO VIEWS OF ANY DEL ON ELEMENTS 
REQUIRING SEPARATE DISCUSSION OR ON ORDER IN WHICH QUESTIONS 
SHOULD BE DISCUSSED. AFTER BOYD READ OUT AGREEMENT WHICH HE 
SAID HAD BEEN REACHED AND COMITE ADOPTED IT WITHOUT OBJEC- 
TION, ALGERIA, ""ON BEHALF NON ALIGNED,"" SAID THEY DID 
NOT AGREE VARIOUS ELEMENTS SHOULD BE TREATED SEPARATELY 
AS CHAIRMAN HAD INDICATED. ACCORDING TO AGREEMENT, FIRST 
SUBCOMITE WILL DEAL WITH DEFINITION AUGUST 1 AND 2.

""ONLY MISSION SOLELY ACCREDITED TO NAMIBIA AS INDEP-

AFRICAN OPPOSITION, AND TOLD MISOFF INITIAL FRG EFFORTS

POSSIBLE ISRAELI OPPOSITION TO GDR ENTRY, CONCEIVABLY 
NULLIFYING BOTH. ADMITTING APPRAISAL MAY BE TOO OPTIMISTIC 
IN LIGHT USUN'S INFO, HE SAID HIS MISSION WOULD CONSIDER
